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There Is Reason to Believe That Papers 
in Other Cities Will Take It Up—Pres- 
ent Paper Shortage Growing and Prices 
Going Higher. 


There is a movement on foot among 
the newspaper publishers of New York 
to make papers purchased by the news 
dealers non-returnable. Those inter- 
ested will not talk about the proposi 
tion yet, but the fact that the Hearst 
papers, the American and the Evening 
Journal have announced to the deal- 
ers that hereafter only 10 per cent of the 
papers purchased will be returnable is 
an indication that some progressin the 
movement is being made. 

One of the chief arguments being ad- 
vanced by those advocating the change 
is the increasing price of white paper. 
Old contracts were made at $2 per huu- 
dred pounds. The average contract 
now reads as high as $2.40 per hundred 
and some publishers are paying $2 60 
and even as high as $3 for excess orders 
and are glad to get it at that. [tis esti- 
mated that the daily consumption of 
white paper in New York city is from 
500 to 600 tons. The average re- 
turo of papers is placed at least 10 
per cent. With from 3,500 to 4,000 
tons of paper consumed in New York 
weekly some idea of the saving may be 
obtained. 

At the present time the morning pa- 
pers, the World, Press, Times, and the 
Sun are non-returnable. The American 
allows a return of 10 per cent while the 
Herald, Tribune, Telegraph, Commercial 
and Journal of Commerce take back 
what are not sold. Of the evening 
papers the Journal and World permita 
return of 10 per cent while all the others 
are returnable. 

Of the buyers of news paper it is said 
that the Hearst interests come first in 
quantity and the Pulitzer paperssecond 
The Herald and the Scripps-McRae 
League are neck and neck for third place 
with the Chicago News and the Bustou 
Globe next. 

‘Che presentshortage of paper is greater 
than it bas been in years. Many pub- 
lishers are getting out theireditions with 
only a supply of a day or two in stock. 
The demand uponthe Eastfrom Western 
papers is given as one reason for the 
shortage. ‘“‘In the West they have no 
paper, no water, no pulp and no wood,” 
said a well known paper manufacturer 

» Tue Epiror AND PuBLIsHer. Low 
water in the East is also given as a con- 
tributing cause, in fact one paper con 
cera gives this as the chief factor. 

A well known publisher interviewed 
by Tue Epiror AND PuBLisHER on the 
situation advances other reasons for the 
shortage. ‘Io the first place,” said he, 
*T consider the Thaw trial responsible 
to a large extent. The extraordinary 
interest in thecasecaused alarge increase 
in sales all over the country and acon- 
sequent increase in the consumption of

There are press agents, publicity pro- 
moters, et al. While I appreciate the 
substantial results of the enterprising 
efforts of the publicity promoters who 
are regularly connected with play houses, 
Ido much more admire the versatility 
and ability of the unattached press 
agent. In my mind “Phil” Mindil is 
one of the best illustrations. Every one 
who is some one knows “Phil.’”’ He is 
press agent for hotels, society women, 
professional men, dramatic stars, oper- 
atic singers, inventors and promoters. 

The other day I asked Mr. Mindil this 
question: ‘* Whatis your definition of a 
press agent ?’’ and he answered: 

‘When | was an editor [ described the 
press agent as the Dick Turpin of jour- 
nalism. Now I call him the middleman 
between the person who has something

interesting he wants printed and the 
man who wants to print it.” 

Mr. Mindil is one of the most promi 
n ‘nt members of the Friars, and to use a 
very hackneyed journalistic expression 
h> has “hosts of friends.” A funny 
and also a true story regarding Phil 
Mindil will bear repearing. Briefly, itis 
this: Some years ago when he was a 
young reporter he called upon a popular 
actress, professionally, of course, in order 
to obtain an interview from her. Not 
having a card with him he gave the 
maid a cigarette upon which was printed 
his name. In a few moments the maid 
announced that Miss So and So would 
receive Mr. Mindil. When “Phil” saw 
the lady in her boudoir she was enjoy- 
ably smoking his card. 

Every week Mindil sends to a list of 
leading papers a printed sheet, five col- 
umns, [ think it is, which is called 
‘Willers.”?

Above 
each story isa sluglinesuggesting which 
department editor the story will inter- 
est, for instance, telegraph editor, 
city editor, news editor, sporting editor 
etc. Boldly printed on the sheet is the 
announcement that shears, blue pencil 
and paste pot are invited. The stuff is 
well written and the publicity is ao well 
concealed, or veiled, that a very large 
proportion of itis printed. If I did not 
dislike to run the chance of laying myself 
open to the possible charge of playing 
favorites I would liketo say more ahont 
Mr. Mindil. But I think this will be 
about all.

CANADA POSTAGE. 
Postmaster sane eon New Schedule 


Was Best That Could 
Be Made. 


Publishers arecomplaining to the Post 
office Department against the enforce- 
ment ofthe amendment to the postal con- 
vention with Canada relative to second- 
class matter. Last week Charles A. 
Munn of the Scientific American, and 
Robert F. Collier of Collier’s Weekly ap- 
peared personally before the Postmaster 
General at Washington and were given 
a hearing. 

After the hearing the Postmaster Gen- 
eral gave out the following statement: 

“The Department would have main- 
tained gladly the existing postage rate 
and conditions, but Canada would pot 
consent to @& continuance. The alter- 
natives remained: To allow the existing 
arrangement to expire May 7, and thus 
revert to the conditions of the Universal 
Postal Union, namely, for printed mat- 
ter of all kinds, one cent for each two 
ounces or fraction of two ounces; or to 
effect a compromise, namely, one cent 
for each four ounces or fraction of four 
ounces, bulk weight, prepaid by stamps 
affixed. The latter was the best ar- 
rangement that the Department could 
obtain.” 

Cauadian publishers are complaining 
of the minimum rate on Canadian news 
papers to the United States which is one 
eent a package. Inasmuch as the ma 
jority of the Canadian papers come to 
the United States in single packages the 
rate of postage is heavy. 

In the senate at Ottawa recently 
Senator Ellis questioned the increase 
being in the best interest of the country. 
[The govud which the circulation of 
Canadian newspapers did in the United 
States, he said, was to be seen each year 
by the large number of Canadians in the 
United States who took part in the 
homecomings held in the towns and 
cities throughout the Dominion. 





Now With the Associated Press 

Carl S. Brandebury, one of the clever- 
est all rouod newspaper men in the busi- 
ness, entered the service of the Agso- 
ciated Press in the New York office Wed- 
nesday. Mr. Brandebury was one of the 
star men on the Publishers Press New 
York staff for a number of years and is 
thoroughly in touch with press asso- 
ciation work. Mr. Branudebury left the 
Publishers Press some time ago to en- 
gage in mercantile work in which he has 
been very successful, but when the As- 
sociated Press sent for him he could not 
resist the call to get back into the 
harness again.

It said that in the 
pictures there were no signs of sincerety 
or honest effort, and that the supple- 
ments were devised simply with a view 
to a wide sale.

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OLD GAME STILL FLOURISHES 

The perennial “con game,” which is as 
venerable and as successful as the green 
goods game, and has been ex posed fully 
as many times, that of alleged news- 
paper men soliciting aid from prominent 
citizens, has recently bobbed up again 
in several cities, 

One of these, which was being worked 
last week in New York, was in alleged 
aid for an imaginary bome for impover 
ished journalists in Orange, N. J. A 
person giving his name as Cowen was 
the hustler in this instance and he &e- 
cured a check from Alfred H. Smith of 
475 Fifth avenue, for $25. ‘““Mr.Cowen” 
stated that he was on the New York 
Herald, but the Herald people say that 
nobody by that name is connected with 
the paper. 

Another local graft, also being worked 
last week in New York, and possibly 
even now, is a scheme whereby a young 
man canvasses “prominent citizens,” 
stating that he represents ‘The Repor- 
ters’ Club” in the Times Building. He 
feelingly described the work and worry 
incidental to newspaper life and asked 
aid for the members of the club. The 
Metropolitan Trust Company, which he 
visited, told the Times of his visit, dur- 
ing which he showed a list containing 
many names of prominent people in New 
York who had eubscribed. There is no 
organization of newspaper men in the 
Times building aside from the organized 
staff of the paper. 

These fakirs were also active recently 
in Chicago soliciting subscriptions for 
the benefit of ‘The Press Club of Chi- 
eago.” Their activity resulted in a 
denial of the statement that the club 
was in need of any funds by its treas- 
urer, Albert G. Beauniene. 

An old time green goods man is alleg+d 
to have made this remark: ‘‘The older 
the game the better the graft,’”’ and this 
seems to be particwlarly applicable to 
the antiquated grafting scheme of ex- 
tracting money for the alleged aid of 
newspaper writers and newspaper 
artists. With astonishingly frequent 
occurrence the newspapers expose the 
methods of these fakire, but without 
avy lasting results. 

For years and years one of the good 
old games has been to solicit aid, either 
in subscriptions for membership or direct 
donations, to an organization supposed 
to consist of pen and ink illustrators 
for various New York papers. These 


“jllustrators” have gone under various 
organization names from time to time. 
It is not necessary to say that no illue- 
trator regularly on any New York paper 
has had any connection with either this 
soliciting, or the organizations them. 
Yet these grafters 


selves. have been 
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shown up with as much frequency in 
daily papers as have the green goods 
people. 

None of these fakirs are newspaper 
men nor ever were newspaper men. A 
few of them at one time were near- 
journalists. An interesting point in this 
connection is that hardly, if ever, were 
aby arrests made. The newspapers 
who show up the fakirs and the artiste 
and reporters are all alike apathetic. 

If the newspaper workers who suffer 
as a general class from these crooks, or 
the newspapers or the police department 
corraled a few of them and sent them 
away the nuisance would either be 
stopped or materially abated.

DOES THE TELEPHONE CAUSE 
BRAIN STORMS? 


(The undersigned is Morally, Legally, Person- 
ally, Professionally and Physically respon- 
sible for this column.) 

I never made ary careful or extended 
inquiries regarding the causes but I am 
satisfied in my own mind that a very 
large proportion of cases of non compus 
mentis and acute alcoholism are caused, 
or at least superinduced, by telephones— 
at least so far as New Yorkers are con- 
cerned. 

I may be more nervous than others 
and more susceptible to those annoy- 
ances that some peopledeem trifling, but 
I know thatI was not so a few years 
ago and I lay it all to the troubles that 
are caused directly and indirectly by the 
telephone. 

Lots of other people have had similar 
experiences, but I am selfish enough to 
think that few equal mine; they are so 
chronic in their regularity that I am 
becoming reconciled to them and expect 
nothing else except dissatisfaction; and 
lots of my friends know that I am not 
usually dissatisfied with the things of 
this life. 

Here is a sample illustration, without 
exaggeration, of what usually bappens 
to me when I call up: 

First, | have to wait a minute or two 
before I get the central young lady, or. 
if she immediately responds, she either 
announces * Busy,” or finally gives me 
the wrong number. Then I call her 
again and she explains with much ap 
parent surprise: ‘‘ Why, didn’t you get 
that number yet?’ I make a third 
attempt and hold the receiver close to 
my ear, foolishly awaiting a speedy 
response. Just then a regular and 
upmusical .series of aural jars come 
unintermittingly over the wire, a noise 
that suggests that a husky mechanic at 
the other end was beating the wire with 
asledge hammer. Well, finally, if I have 
good luck,I get thenumber that I want. 
As arule the person to whom I wish to 
speak is out, in which case I request 
that a note be placed on his desk asking 
him tocall meup. This is rarely done, 
the request usually being either ignored 
or forgotten by the office young person, 
but when it is done the wrong number is 
usually written on the memoranda. 

My experiences with newspaper offices 
and especially with one city room of a 
certain newspaper, are even more nerve- 
racking and heart-breaking. After I 
finally secure the number, which is a 
switchboard, it takesme anywhere from 
seven seconds to seven minutes to get 
the department which I wish, and then 
I talk, between intervals of about two 
minutes, with the following gentlemen: 
The office boy, the junior office boy, the 
senior office boy, the assistant city edi- 
tor, the deputy city editor, and finally, 
if fortune favors, with the main squeeze 
himself. By this time, being of anervous 
temperament as I have said—and what 
phlegmatic person would notbe nervous 
by this time ?—I am not in a position to 
talk as effectively and as pleasantly as | 
would like. 

I am not writing this in a sense of 
protest, because all the protests of Park 
Row would not avail, but it gives mea 
feeling of a certain kind of comfort to 
relieve my mind, and I feel sure that 
these utterances, commonplace as they 
may be, will touch a responsive chord in 
the breast of the reader. No wonder 
etrong men are driven to drink and 
people otherwise of a mild and gentle 
nature utter swear words while at the 
telephone. 

What can be done? [knowof nothing 
that can be done, and will offer a year’s 
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subscription to this paper to anyone 
who will suggest to me a practical plan 
of relief. I will be the judge, because I 
ougbt to know. Please write plainly on 
one side of the paper only, and write 
your name in fall; not necessarily for 
publication but simply as an evidence of 
good faith. J.Z R.

Laws and Draft Law for 
That State.

The bill probably 
will be drafted along the lines of the 
Mississippi libel law, which is considered 
fair to the newspapers and protects the 
public against black mailers.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


John I. Platt, member of Assembly 
from 1886 to 1888 from. the Second 
Dutchess district, one of the owners of 
the Poughkeepsie (N. Y.) Eagle since 
1865 and editor of that paper since 
1872, died suddenly at Poughkeepsie 
Monday of pneumonia. He was born in 
Poughkeepsie June 29, 1839. Mr. Platt 
wrote the first charter for the city, was 
active in local affairs for forty years, 
was president of the Board of Trade and 
of the Young Men’s Christian Associa 
tion, and was postmaster of the city 
from 1891 to 1895. His chief policy in 
recent years was opposition to the im- 
provement of the State canals, and he 
caused much trouble with the champions 
of that work. He was a power in the 
State granges and among the rural Re- 
publican editors and used to be consult- 
ed by the big leaders. 


Gen. Joseph K. Hudson died at 
Topeka, Kan., Sunday, of heart failure. 
Gen. Hudson was borninCarroll county, 
Ohiv,in 1840. Hejoined the Third Kan- 
sas Volunteers at the opening of the 
Civil War, and was mustered out as a 
major in 1865. He served inthe Kansas 
Legislature in 1871, and later became 
State printer. In 1879 he became pub- 
lisher of the Topeka Capital. In 1898 
he was appeinted brigadier.general of 
volunteers in the war with Spaia. 


Charles P. Lane, editor of the Hunts. 
ville (Ala.) Tribune, the only Republican 
daily newspaper in Alabama, and twice 
the nominee of his party for the gover- 
norship, died suddenly May 1 of heart 
failure. He founded the Evening Tr:b- 
une in 1894. Previous to founding the 
Tribune he practised Jaw and was an 
editorial writer on the Morning Mercury. 
The Tribune suspended publication until 
after the funeral. 


Rev. Dr. John Watson (Ian McLaren), 
the well known author, died at Mt. 
Pleasant, [a., Monday. Death resulted 
from blood poisoning due to an abscess. 
He was fillinglecture engagements when 
stricken. 


Warren Richardson, said to have been 
the oldest printer and publisher in Bos- 
ton, died in that city recently, aged 83 
years. Up to his retirement, about eight 
years ago, he had been in the publishing 
business about sixty years.

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PRESSMEN STRIKE. 


St. Louis Papers Face a Demand for 
Increased Wages—Settle- 
ment Effected. 


St. Louis was almost without news 
one day last week as a result of a strike 
of the pressmen on the big dailies. 
Three months ago the men presented a 
request for an increase of wages to the 
local Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
in accordance with the agreement which 
expired April 30. This request for an 
increase was answered by the publishers 
with a counter proposition calling fora 
reduction in wages. 

The publishers sought to have the 
question submitted to arbitration, in ac- 
cordance with the national agreement 
between the publishers and printers, but 
this was declined by the men on the 
grounds that the question of a raise, not 
a reduction, should be submitted to 
arbitration. 

When the pressmen on the Post-Dis- 
patch on Thursday found a statement of 
the controversy was to be published in 
the noon edition they went on strike. 
An hour later the Star-Chronicle men 
went out. It was 10 p. m. before the 
Post-Dispatch issued its first edition. 
he Times, which is not amember of the 
Publishers’ Association, made indepen- 
dent arrangements with its pressmen and 
was published as usual. 

The pressmen have been getting $3 67 
aday and demanded $5. Thejourneymen 
assistants asked an increase from $2 75 
to $4. There was no order from Martin 
Higgins, president of the Pressmen’s 
International Union, authorizing a 
strike. 

The editorial forces of the Globe Demo- 
crat and Republic, the morning papers, 
went on with their work as usual, the 
forms were made up, plates cast and ar- 
rangements were made to get out their 
editions at the Woodward & Tiernan 
printery, the largest union office in St. 
Louis, whose pressmen belong to a 
separate union. Meanwhile the publish- 
ers and pressmen were in conference and 
at 2 o’clock friday morning an agree- 
ment was reached to settle the matter 
under the terms of the arbitration agree- 
ment and the papers went to press as 
usual.

‘In the second place Easter put in an 
appearance two weeksearlier than usual 
this year. This, coupled with the very 
warm weather in March forced spring 
advertising so that the consumption of 
paper that mooth wus the largest in 
years. 

“Then, too, there has been a large 
amount of real estate and automobile 
advertising, which has helped to increase 
the consumption. July, August and 
September are our dull mouths, and we 
hope to recoup our supplies by that 
time.” 

Herman Ridder, president of the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
was asked about the movement to make 
papers non-returnable, but declined to 
discuss it. Newspaper publishers every- 
where will watch the New York situa- 
tion closely. If the movement succeeds 
here there is reason to believe that 
papers in other cities throughout the 
country will take itup. Should it prove 
successful here and elsewhere the result- 
ant saving in paper may eventually tend 
to bring about a reduction in the price 
of paper on the part of manufacturers.
